The prior art of record specifically Malik (U.S. patent 7,444,382) fails to suggest or disclose the 
collective features of the invention such as: "a display setting portion for setting whether or not 
the transmission information is displayed, wherein the file generation portion generates the 
second file by setting a font used for displaying the transmission information to transparent when 
the display setting portion sets that the transmission information is not displayed" These features 
along with the rest of the claim's limitations would render the claims allowable.
